As  we  all  know,  it  is  exciting  to  discover  an  unlisted  token.  It  is  even 
more  exciting  if  the  mine/company  store  is  not  listed  in  either  TRAN- 
TOW  or  EDKINS.  This  recently  happened  to  me.  I  purchased  a  WEST¬ 
ERN  SUPPLY,  BENWOOD,  WEST  VIRGINIA  DIME.  As  I  was  in¬ 
serting  this  token  in  my  book,  I  noticed  that  I  already  had  a  quarter  from 
this  mine.  Therefore  I  am  reporting  two  new  finds  from  this  location. 
Benwood  is  a  small  town  near  Wheeling,  WV.  I  contacted  my  friend, 
Sam  Oelschlager,  who  is  a  life-long  resident  of  this  area,  to  see  if  he 
could  give  me  any  information  about  this  token.  Sam  helped  me  in  the 
past  when  I  needed  help  relative  to  a  token  from  Glendale,  WV. 

Sam  was  able  to  provide  me  plenty  of  history.  This  token  is  from  a 
mine/company  store  located  in  Benwood,  WV,  that  was  owned  by 
Wheeling  Steel  Corporation.  This  mine  was  located  almost  adjacent  to 
Wheeling  Steel’s  steel  mill.  On  April  28,  1924  an  explosion  killed  119 
miners.  Sam  sent  me  copies  of  newspaper  coverage  of  the  explosion 
that  he  found  in  a  local  library.  The  description  of  the  explosion  was  in¬ 
describable.  Timbers  were  hurled  against  unmined  coal  and  reduced  to 
splinters.  The  roof  had  fallen  and  large  boulders  were  shoved  into  the 
main  entries  and  rocks,  gigantic  in  size,  were  carried  long  distances 
down  the  haul  ways.  It  was  determined  that  a  gas  caused  explosion  had 
occurred.  This  mine  had  not  been  considered  gaseous  until  three  months 
before  the  explosion.  An  additional  airshaft  had  been  put  in  and  was 
completed  just  60  days  prior  to  the  explosion. 

Sam  also  told  me  his  wife’s  grandfather  helped  in  the  rescue  efforts. 
The  grandfather  was  an  employee  of  Wheeling  Steel.  Sam’s  mother-in- 
law  commented  her  father  never  talked  about  his  experience  doing  the 

rescue.
